Ship Carried 250 Souls, In- 
cluding Crew and Detach- 
ment of Troops, and Only 
Twenty Are Known to 
Have Been Picked Up. 


An Atlantic Port, October 10.—Scores 
of American sailors and soldiers were 
killed or wounded by shrapnel fired by 
a German submarine after it had tor- 


‘pedoed the steamship Ticonderoga 1,700 
miles off the Atlantic coast, according}, 


to the story told by twenty survivors 
who arrived here today aboard a Brit- 
ish freighter. at | 

There Ware 2a0tmien aboard the Ti- 


conderoga, an American steamship of 


5.139 tons, and all except the twenty 
who arrived here today are believed to 
have perished. The survivors got away 
in the only boat which was not demol- 
ished by the shellfire from the sub- 
marine, they said. Seventeen of the 
men who reached port were members 
of a detachment of soldiers detailed 
to care for horses which were being 
transported. 
Attacked Octeber 2. 

The Ticonderoga was attacked pre- 
sumably on October 2, when she fell 
behind her convoy because of engine 
trouble. 

According to the survivors the sub- 
marine was not sighted until she had 
sent a torpedo crashing into the side of 
the ship. The torpedo did not strike a 
vital spot, however, and the captain 
crowded on full steam in an effort to 
escape, at the same time ordering the 
gun crews into action against the sub- 
marine, which appeared about a mile off. 

“Our gun crews did not fire more 
than five or six shots,” one of the sur- 
vivors said. “The forward gun was 
shot away almost at once. The aiter 
gun and its crew was done for almost 
as quickly. Then the men went to the 
boats, but it was no use, as the flying 
shrapnel was spraying the decks and 
men fell in scores, either killed or badly 
wounded.” 5 

Riddled Lifebeoats. 

Another survivor declared that all of 
the Ticonderoga’s eight lifeboats, with 
the exception of one, were riddled with

Washington, October 10.—Presi- 
dent Wilson today issued this state- 
ment on the fourth ‘Liberty Loan 
campaign: 

“Recent events have enhanced, not 
lessened, the'‘importance of this loan, 
and I hope that my fellow country- 
men will let me say this to them 
very frankly: The best thing that 
could happen would be that the loan 
should not only be fully subscribed, 
but very greatly oversubscribed. 
We are in the midst of the greatest 
exercise of the power of this coun- 
try that has ever been witnessed or 
forecast, and a single day of relax- 
ation in that effort would be of 
tragical damage alike to ourselves 
and to the rest of the world. Noth- 
ing has happened which makes it 


safe or possible to do anything but 
push our eftort to the utmost. The 
time is critical, and the response 
must be complete.

With Enver and Ta- 
Jaat gone the whole German edifice 
erected inside of Constantinople has 
collapsed, and the sole concern of the 
new ministry must be to save what- 
ever may be saved from the wreck. 

Looking for the moment to the im- 
mediate consegmences of Turkish de- 
sertion, it is clear that if the Turkish 
army is surrendered and demobilized 
following the Bulgarian example, as 
it must be, way will be open for the 
transportation of a considerable por- 
tion of the allied forces in Mesopota- 
mia and in Syria to Eruope over the 
famous Bagdad railway, which was 
constructed for a far different . pur- 
pore: — | 

Black Sea Cenquest. 1 

With the Dardanelles and the Bos- 
phorus open to the allied fleets the con- 
quest of the Black sea will inevitably 
follow rapidly, and this conquest will 
clear the way for the transportation 
of troops by water to Russia. We may 
then look for a speedy drive made by 
the allied armies to rescue Rumania 
from the German yoke, and Rumania 
rescued, not less than half a million 
Rumanian troops will be added to the 
allied armies, troops which can be sup- 
plied from the arms captured from 
Turkish and Bulgarian forces. The re- 
entrance of Rumania will mean that 
Austria-Hungary will be § threatened 
with a new invasion, this time from 
the south, and invasion by a force little 
less than a million strong. Against 
such a host Austria, with the Italian 
menace ever present, and without the 
smallest hope of assistance from Ger- 
many, will have no choice but to follow 
Bulgaria and Turkey and surrender, 
leaving Germany to face the world in 
arms alone. 

Narrowing Mitteleuropa. 

A month ago, Mitteleuropa began at 
the Euphrates and the Jordan; tomor- 
row we may see it pushed back be- 
yond the Danube and the Carpathians. 
Mitteleuropa is, after al], turning out 
to be only a house of cards. The col- 
lapse of Bulgaria has insured the 
down fall of Turkey and imminent de- 
sertion of Turkey makes inevitable the 
surrender of Austria-Hungary. 

Events of the east are still moving 
much more rapidly than in the west. 


Nor are the military conse@hences less 
considerable. A few weeks ago we had 
not less than 750,000 enemy troops un- 
der arms in the Orient. Today the Bul- 
gar surrender has removed 300,000, Al- 
lenby’s Palestine victory has disposed 
of 150,000 more, and the balance are 
certain to be out ofthe way, either by 
battlefleld surrender or national sub- 
mission, within a few weeks. And this 
change will release 500,000 allied troops 
for use against Austria and insure the 
addition or 500,000 Rumanian troops, 
when the elimination of Turkey clears 
the road to Constanza, and the Austro- 
German retreat passes the Danube at 
Belgrade. 
Will Rescue Ruasia. 


, Nor does our gain end there. With 
the Black sea cleared, Odessa will be- 
come a sure and sufficient base for 
communications with Russia. What 
was impossible while we were depen- 
dent upon Archangel or Vladivostok 
will not only be possible, but simple 
when we are able to restore communi- 
cations with the south of Russia.

“Go to H—” Was Their An- 

swer to German Demands 
of Surrender, Though at 
Time No Relief Was in 
Sight. 


With the American Forces Northwest 
of Verdun, October 9.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—-The brightest spot in the 
heroic and amazing story of the now 
famous “lost battalion,” which be- 
longed to the 77th diviszon, as yet un- 
told, was the climax to the fourth day 
of the troops’ beleaguerement in the 
Argonne forest. , 

When the men were long foodless 
and almost wholly without a@mmuni- 
tion, and when many were weak from 
exhaustion, but not one despairing, an 
American who had been taken pris- 
oner by the Germans suddenly ap- 
peared at the little camp surrounded 
in the valley. 

The man had sent lindfolded 
from the German headquarters with a 
typewritten note to Major Whittlesey, 
reading: 

“Americans, you are surrounded on 
all sides. Surrender in the name of 
humanity. You will be well treated.” 

Major Whittlesey did not_hesitate a 
fraction of a second, 

“Go to hell,” he almost shouted. Then 
he read the note to those around him 
and his men, notwithstanding their 
weariness and hunger, and in immi- 
nent danger every moment, cheered so 
loudly that the Germans heard them 
from their observation posts. 

No Relief in Sight. 

None of the battalion could 
that relief would come within 24 
hours; none felt very sure that it 
could come at all before it was too 
late, but the same spirit animating to 
Plunge ahead in the forest to their 
perilous position maintained them at 
that moment and every living man, 
wounded or well, in the battalion en- 
thusiastically approved Major Whittle- 
sey’sabrupt answer when the news of 
it was circulated. 

A composite story 
dozen recitals reveals that the bat- 
talion, when ordered to advance last 
Friday, pushed its way rapidly ahead 
through the forest and, in its eager- 
ness to catch up. with the retreating 
Germans, gradually spread out ,and 
widened its ranks. This allowed the 
Germens to infiltrate unseen behind 
the Americans and they fell directly 
into a cunning trap which the Ger- 
mans had set for them,

The explosion 
went off with a roar under the cen- 
ter of the town after it had been oc- 
cupied by the British.

More 
French civilians have been freed from 
the Germans. 

Some of the inhabitants of the town 
rushed out to meet the marching Brit- 
ish and greeted them with cheers and 
tears. 

Not many German

Shelled Dead and Dying.

sinking ship continued. 

“The leader of our boat was asked 
some questions which he refused to an- 
swer, and suddenly the submarine sub- 
merged and only the parting of the 
rope with which we were tied prevent- 
ed our going down with it.” 

One of the survivors said the subma- 
rine was of the cruiser type, and had 
the largest guns he ever had seen on a 
submarine. One of the engineer of- 
ficers, he said, whose room was pierced 
by a shell from the submarine, declared 
that the shell'‘was an 8-inch projectile. 
Heretofore only 6-inch guns have been 
reported on submarines. 

The survivors, who were adrift four 
days before they were picked up, said 
that a craft with five wounded men on 


it had put off from the Ticonderoga, and 


that they had attempted to tow it with 
them, but that it broke away during the 
night and disappeared.

REPORTS ON “FLU 


URGED BY KENNEDY ':

Government Figures Show- 
ing Cases of Disease in 


Other Cities, Proves At- 
lanta Healthy City. 


Reports received in Atlanta yester- 
day on cases of the Spanish influenza 
in other cities of the country, some 
larger and others smaller, prove a 
boost for this city from a health stand- 
point. 

While eastern cities

‘tions ranging from 40,000 to 80,000 less 


than Atlanta had 97 to 140 deaths last 
week from influenza and pneumonia,

this city showed a record of only 8 
deaths from both causes last week. 

Dr. J. P. Kennedy city a@health of- 
ficer, said Thursday that often in Jan- 
uary and February there were as many 
as 16 deaths from pneumonia in a 
week. The present rate is a little ab- 
normal for this season of the year, 
but by no means alarming, according 
to Dr. Kennedy. 

From midnight Saturday up to noon 
Thursday there were nine deaths in 
Atlanta from» pneumonia, and one from 
influenza. ‘ The cases of pneumonia 
were mainly due to the presence of in- 
fluenza, said Dr. Kennedy. It is the 
possibility of complications which 
makes the disease serious. 

105 Cases Reported. 

There were 105 cases of influenza 
morning against 
150 on the previous day. The health 
officer is now asking the city physi- 
cians to report new cases so that he 
can determine the trend of the mal- 
ady here. In Boston, where influenza 
first became epidemic and which has 
had the greatest number of fatalities, 
there was a decrease in deaths last 
week, and it is possible this indicates 
that the disease is gradually dying 
out there. : 

Calls continue to come in to Dr. 
Kennedy’s office at least every half 
hour from people who either want an 
interpretation of the city closing or- 
dinance as it may apply to their in- 
terests, or who wish to give the offi- 
cer the benefit of their personal con- 
viction on the subject. However, Dr.

INFLUENZA DRIVE 


Washington, October 10.—In its fight 
to stop the spread of Spanish influenza, 
the public health service is investigat- 


ing the cause of the disease, the con- 
ditions which promote its spread and 
the part played by carriers in epi- 
demics of the malady. It also is seek- 
ing an effective vaccine, but announce- 
ment was made tonight that the service 
has as yet been unable to recommend 
any that it believes will be successful. 

Meantime influenza continues’ to 
|spread over the country in spite of the 
strenuous efforts and drastic measures 
taken to prevent it. The malady now 
has reached epidemic proportions in 
many additional cities, including Evans- 
ville, Ind.; Lancaster, Ohio, and Port- 
land, Lebanon and Corvallis, Ore. It 
also has appeared in several counties in 
Oklahoma and Nevada, while from five 
to six hundred municipalities in Illi- 
nois report the disease. 

Conditions at army camps today 
showed a slight improvement for the 
second time since the malady became 
epidemic in the training places. During 
the 24 hours ending at noon 12,321 new 
cases were reported to the office of the 
surgeon general of the army with 2,797 
new cases of pneumonia and 889 deaths. 
The total of influenza cases reported at 
army camps since the disease first ap- 
peared has now reached 211,000; pneu- 
monia cases, 26,083 and deaths, 7,432. 

The campaign of the public health 
service to check the disease among the 
civilian population is now well under 
way. 


New Orleans. 

New Orleans, October 10.—Although 
exact figures were not available to- 
night, health authorities expressed the 
belief that with rigid preventive re- 
| Strictions now in effect the spread of 
Spanish influenza here was being check- 
ed. Ther. are between eight and ten 
thousand known cases in the city, ac- 
cording to estimates. 

Reports received at headquarters of 
the gulf division Red Cross were that 
of 200 nurses sent to Camp Beauregard, 
101 had contracted influenza. 

Telegrams were sent to all mayors and 
health officers by Dr. Oscar Dowling, 
president of the state board of health, 
asking for the immediate prosecution 
of all physicians failing to promptly 
report every case of influenza coming 
under observation. 4 

Camp Beauregard. 

Alexandria, La., October 10.—Mark- 
ed improvement in the influenza situ- 
ation at Camp Beauregard was an- 
nounced by the chief medical officer 
tonight. New igfluenza cases number- 
ed 124, and pneumonia 50.

loan is a safe investment. The Ger- 
man papers publish as an impetus to 
the loan the statement that an official 
declaration will soon be issued, an- 
nouncing that the imperial govern- 
ment and the reichstag will assume 
full responsibility for the absolute 
| safety of the war loans. ‘ 

A declaration, it is added, will be 

| signed by all the party leaders in that 
war loan investments will never be 
i placed im a more unfavorable position 
| with regard to future taxation than 


| other securities. 

“Let no one think that such a dec- 
laration is necessary,” the statement 
, continues, ‘because subscriptions are 
failing. On the contrary, the prospect 
'is excellent and the total of the ninth 
loan will reach at least that of the 
eighth. But it is necessary to empha- 
size abroad that the empire is finan- 
cially sound.,’”’ 

The fact that it ‘has been thought 
advisable to make the public. state- 
ment, nevertheless, is considered high- 
ly significant.

Basel, Switzerland, October 10.—There 
are persistent rumors among the work- 
ing classes in Germany according ‘to 
advices received here that Germany’s 
imperial bonds may become valueless.

Mr. Otis stated that he was in New- 
ark last Saturday, when the Gillespie 
munition plant explosions occurred.

The gov- 
ernment ordered this rebuilding before 
the plant was thoroughly destroyed, 
and wired the neighboring towns for 
labor to be taken from less essential 
work.

The first official report of the Georgia 
Waqman's Liberty Loan committee shows 
that up to October 10 the total Liberty 
Bond sales by the women in seventy- 
three Georgia counties totaled $4,151,390, 
which amount is $2,000,000 in excess of the 
report for the same period of the third 
Liberty Loan campaign. 

During the last week the women of 
Atlanta, under the leadership of Chairman 
Mrs. T. T. Stevens, as well as those of the 
entire state, under the general] leadership 
of their state chairman, Mrs. Z. I. Fitzpat- 
rick, have put forth their very best efforts 
in behalf of the loan, and despite adverse 
conditions under which they have worked, 
the results to date have teen greatly to 
their credit. 

Now, if the men wili do their part as 
well as the women have done, doubling the 
former loan subscriptions, it will not be 
long before Georgia is “over the top.” 

The truth is that the situation has 
reached a pass now where Georgians have 
simply got to dig down deeply into their 
“jeans” and do their duty! 

It isn’t to be assumed that the loan will 
be permitted to fall short. It must not be 
permitted to drag! 

The citizens of this state and of the 
whole country might as well face the fact 
that the money sought through the fourth

WORK A DAY FOR ORPHANS. 

In keeping with a custom of several 
years’ standing, tomorrow, October 12, will 
be “work day” for the benefit of the 
Orphans’ home of the North Georgia Meth- 
odist conference, at Decatur. 

This splendid humanitarian institution, 
which provides a home, nourishment, the 
best of care and education for unfortunate 
Georgia children without parents or means 
of livelihood, is maintained in part by the 
church, in part by the products of its own 
farm, and in part by public contributions.

THE FARM PACKING HOUSE. 
The Albany (Ga.) Herald says that “the 
farmers of that section, as a rule, are going 


to be in better fix generally next winter | 


than they have ever been before.” 

And the reason is that they are “ex- 
tensively in the stock-raising business,” 
and will be able to make a more satisfac- 
tory showing as to better breeds of hogs: 


“Improved stock has been introduced, 
displacing the ‘piney-woods rooters’ and 
‘razor-backs,’ and the progress that has 
been made in the raising of meat hogs 
during the past two or three years is 
surprising even to the farmers them- 
selves, 

“On the average farm in south Geor- 
gia there may now be found a good herd 
of hogs that will be ready for slaughter 
next winter. And on many farma there 
will be a car load of more of big hogs 
fit for shipment to the packing houses.” 


This is, indeed, a good showing for “the 
average farm,” since “meat hogs for the 
packers mean cash money.” 

But the Albany paper points out that 
the farmer,— 


“to get the full benefit and greatest pos- 
sible profit out of hogs, should have his 
own packing house and cure his own 
meat. This he can have at a cost of a 
few hundred dollars. All that is neces- 
sary is a Crude structure on the principle 
of a refrigerator in which to pack his 
meat in salt for two or three weeks and 
a smokehouse in which to hang the meat 
for the smoking or curing process.” 


So, “a packing house for every farm” is | 


what is suggested as an all-around paying 
proposition, since, “when the farmer ships 
all meat hogs, and fails to cure enough 
meat at home to supply his family and all 
his laborers and tenants, he is losing some- 
thing.” 

The home supply must, of necessity, 
come first; and, after that, to reach out 
for the ready money awaiting shipments 
from home. 

“Don’t lose the trimmings,” is the way 
our Albany contemporary puts it; and it is 
the comparatively inexpensive farm pack- 
ing house that “saves the trimmings.” 

Attention is directed to the fact that in 
the now famous meat-producing county of 
Brooks “nearly every farmer has a home- 
made packing house.” 

And on the present extensive meat- 
raising plan, there will be plenty of busi- 


ness for the big and little packing plants.

In a communication to the National Geo- 
graphic society, Herbert Corey tells the story 
of the greatest pest of the soldier's life in 
France—the cootie. A part of his communi- 
cation is issued as the following war ge0g- 
raphy bulletin: 

“The American soidiers speak of the 
Pest as ‘cooties.’ The French fighter talks 
of ‘totos’ and the British tell of ‘coddlers.’ 
They know it is not their fault that they are 
infested, but the effect of years of civilian 
training persists. They still feel, against 
all reason, that there is something shameful 
in their state. They try to assume a jovial- 
ity they do not feel, and call the things ‘pants 
rabbits’ and ‘seam squirrels’ and speak of 
Treading their shirts.’ 

“This is not a pleasant recital, if one 
thinks in civilian terms of the louse as 
loathsome and suspects that the men who 
suffer from this plague are in some way to 
blame. At the very best it cannot be pleas- 
ant. But lately, since my own people have 
come into the war, and because I know them 
best and talk their language, I have begun 
to realize the moral courage that is needed 
to bear this plague without whining. 

“Many a man has told me that to be un- 
der fire would be a trifle if he could but be 
clean. Mud and thirst and hunger and cold 
can be borne with equanimity, but the louse 
carries the suggestion of degradation. Yet 
that, too, is sustained bravely. 

“‘T have only known one man who cried 
because of the plague,’ a surgeon once told 
me, ‘That man went into No Man's Land 
On reconnaissance at night in as common- 
Place fashion as though he were taking the 
tram for the office of a morning.’ 

“I don’t mind the nights 
the front trench,’ many say, ‘because the 
nights are cold and “they” are quiet. But I 
dread the coming of the day, when I must 
crawl back into my dugout and try to sleep 
and know that I shall have to lie awake and 
feel “them” crawl, “They become a tor- 
ture.” 

“Practically all of the men in the advance 
areas are lousy, according to a document 
that is accepted as authoritative. It is !m- 
possible to tell what proportion of the men 
in the rear and along the lines of communi- 
cation and in depots are infested. 

“It is probable that the men in the French 
armies suffer to a like extent, for the con- 
ditions under which they live are identical 
with those of the other armies. 

“During the formative period of the 
American army in France the men were able 
to keep fairly clean—only fairly—but with 
the opening of the year’s activity they were 
set upon the same footing as their allies. 

“Of all the vermin of the trenches, the 
chief pest is the louse. He is unescapable 
and ever present. 

“The primary reason is that the men have 
only intermittent opportunities to clean up. 
Theoretically, of course, the men of all ar- 
mies are.washed and dried and newly under- 
clothed once a fortnight. Sometimes glad- 
eyed optimists clean up their men once a 
week. 

“Even if that were possible, the louse 
would not be disposed of. He would man- 
age to cling in the overlooked fold of a 
blanket or under the collar of an overcoat. 
And by and by romance -,/ould begin to sing 
in his blood, and he would meet a lady louse 
and setup housekeeping. Whereupon a whole 
cityful of younglings would appear and the 
unfortunate who played the part of an un- 
witting host would go back to his moments 
of uneasiness during the day and his hours 
of sleeplessness at night.”

NEW TOM SAWYER 
ROUTS FOUR HUNS; 
SPIKES WEAPONS 


(From The Stars and Stripes, the official publiea- 
tion of the American Expeditionary published 
every Friday at Paris by end for the men of the 
American Expeditionary Forces.) 


Shades of Mark Twain! Tom Sawyer has 
been in mischief again. 

He has been over in the German lines 
cutting barbed wire, frightening Boche 
machine gun crews, and stealing ammuni- 
tion, locking pieces and other things. He has 
been very naughty to Frits, and his colonel 
has had to write to the commanding general 
about it. 

Yes, it’s Tom Sawyer all right. If not 
the original himself, then as worthy a name- 
sake and successor as any hero of two novels 
—and part of another—ever had. ‘Private 
Thomas Sawyer,” it reads on the company 
roster, but, of course, as he himself says, 
everybody has always called him just Tom. 
What else could they do with a name like 
that? 

Private Sawyer is a member of an infan- 
try regiment which was holding a sector 
where the tine wasn’t at the moment very 
definite, and he was assigned to an intelli- 
gence squad, the duty of which was to find 
out what the enemy was doing or likely to 
do. As the result of one night’s work, he 
won the distinction of being one of the very 
few men, of the millions that have fought in 
this war, to capture two machine guns single- 
handed. And he did it without firing a shot. 

After a Machine Gun Nest. 

The other day it became imperative that 
the Americans determine the whereabouts of 
the German line in general and locate a cer- 
tain machine gun nest in particular. It was 
a ticklish job—a stealthy reconnaissance 
across No Man’s.Land and through half a 
dozen clumps of brush and woods which, if 
it was not silent, was almost certain to be 
fatal. It was decided to send one man and, 
from several volunteers, Sawyer was selected. 

At midnight he left the American lines, 
stripped to hig shirt sleeves and carrying, fn 
the way of arms, only a revolver. It was 
bright starlight, but the moon had gone 
down. The first 100 yards was across open 
ground pitted with shell holes. He,made the 
distance and gained a strip of underbrush in 
which, somewhere, was the German line. 
Through this, with redoubled caution, he ad- 
vanced. At the end of 20 minutes on his 
hands and knees, he ran into something that 
wasn’t a bush. It was barbed wire—the 
Boche line. 

From its tocation, Sawyer realized that 
the Germans must have their gun emplace- 
ments behind their line. If he was to finish 
his job, there was only one thing to do—go 
through. So, lytng on his back, Ae cut, one 
by one, the strands of wire. This can never 
be done silently, but, with caution, the noise 
can be minimized and—maybe it was the old 
Tom Sawyer luck-——-there wasn't a German 
within hearing this night. 

Last Strand Is Severed. 

Sawyer severed the last strand and 
wriggled into Hun land. Twenty yards fur- 
ther he gained the cover of a wood. He 
stood up and, finding his way more by touch 
than stght, explored the whole clump of 
trees. No Germans. 

He spotted another group of trees, crawled 
across to its and continued his exploration. 
Still no Germans. 

He decided to try a third clump. He 
gained its cover and walked cautiously from 
one tree to another, flattening against the 
trunk of each as he gained its shelter. He 
had worked into the center of the wood 
when, as he started across a small cleared 
patch, a German arose directly in front of 
him. 

But: nothing serious happened. The Ger- 
man promptly, albeit silently, paid the 
American soldier a compliment. He beat it— 
with much haste—for the rear. And, as he 
went. three more Germans got up and fol-

In Undisputed Possession. 

Private Thoémas Sawyer: regained his 
breath which, he explains, “skipped a 
couple,” and investigated. He found himself 
in undisputed possession of two machine guns 
of the heaviest type, several thousand 
rounds of ammunition, two kits of tools and 
a sort of abbreviated dinny bag. 

He had taken two machine guns—but he 
couldn’t bring them back with him.

With the German’s own tools he took out 
the locking pieces and otherwise proceeded, 
with a pair of pinchers and a screw driver, 
to readjust the weapons so that they won't 
shoot at the Americans again for some time. 
Then he took the ammunition belts and scat- 
tered the cartridges around the edge of the 


woods, saving one containing 250 rounds as 


a souvenir. 
Back Through the Wire. 

It wasn’t until he had done all this and 
started back with the cartridge belt, the 
dinny bag, some tools and other plunder that 
Sawyer began to get excited. He can’t re- 
member getting back through the Boche 
wire. But he arrived at the American lines 
at 3 a. m, with 50 pounds of trophies after 
being gone three hours, most of the time 
within the German lines.

When the discovery of “606” was flashed 
around the worl@ several years aga the 
claim made for the chemical was utopian. 
One injection, one dose, would completely 
sterilize the system, destroy every spirochete 
or organism of syphilis in the body, Not by 
killing or poisoning all germs as ordinary 
antigeptics are supposed to do, but by a 
selective affinity for this particular or 
ganism. 

After a little it was agreed that two doses 
were rather more certain to make a thorough 
cure. 

A year later experienced physicians were 
advocating from three to six doses, and not 
into the muscle but directly into the blood- 
stream. Bye-and-bye the number of doses 
increased to thirty to sixty or more. 

Then the wily Germans thought ft was 
about time to imprave the medicine, so they 
improved it in their favorite way. Salvarsan 
was the trademark title for “606.” The im- 
provement was called neo-salvarsan——-mean- 
ing new salvarsan. Ring out the old, when 
the doctors begin to lose faith in it, and ring 
in the new. That is characteristic of Ger- 
man chemical commerce. For thirty years 
before the war the Hun chemical manufac- 
turers fattened on the credulity of Amert- 
can and Canadian docters. Each new medici- 
nal discovery possessed all the virtues of the 
Old remedy it was designed to replace, but 
somehow had none of the untoward effects 
or drawbacks of the 6id remedy. That, too, 
was typically Boche 

There is more syphilis to the square yard 
of Germany today than anywhere in the 
most ungodly city of North America. The 
German nobility was convicted of degeneracy 
in the German courts only a few vears before 
the war. 

Salvarsan, neosalvarsan, and the present 
American-made neoarspheniamin have proved 
disappointing to those who have 
ooked for curative effects. These arsenic- 
compounds have the vigorous support of va- 
rious competent physicians and specialists in 
America, but on the whole one fails to find 
that the arsenic-compounds are contrelling 
syphilis more certainly than the methods of 
treatment employed before the introduction 
of “606” and still employed by the majority 
of physicians. 

Subtract the German camouflage, the 
American physician’s credulity, excitement 
and enthusiasm aroused by Ehrlich’s original 
announcement, and the costliness of the Ger- 
man method, and you have left a drug net 
without danger which produces little if any 
benefit not obtainable from the treatment 
physicians in the United States and Canada 
have employed for fifty years.

When American troops, commanded 
by American generals and directed by 
American staffs, attacked on plans 


worked out by Americans, and in two 


days wiped out the entire St. Mihiel 
salient, boys of the Eighty-second di- 
vision were with them. 

That the Eighty-second boys, train- 
ed at Camp Gordon and officered chiefly 
by Georgia men, played a glorious part 
in the great battle of September 12 
and 13, is disclosed in copy of spe- 
cial general orders which were issued 
on September 18 by Brigadier General 
Cc. D. Rhodes, in command of the 157th 
Field Artillery brigade, a part of the 
division. 

In the orders, General Rhodes re- 
fers to the uncomplaining fortitude 
and happy eagerness with which the 
officers and men of the 319th, 320th and 
321st Field artillery, including’ the 
medical personnel, accepted the op- 
portunity for dangerous service 
against an aggressiye enemy. 


“AMERICAN INDIFFERENCE 
TO DANGER.” 

“They have had some killed and 
wounded, and have been constantly 
shelled with high explosives and gas, 
and bombed by aeroplanes, without 
diminishing in the slightest degree 
that American indifference to danger, 
and professional skill as artillerymen, 
which has made the difficult defense 
of an abnormally large and exposed 
sector a success,” read the orders. 

Special mention is also made of the 
207th Trench Mortar: battery, which, 
according to the orders, “on September 
13, fired a barrage from the most ex- 
treme front line salient of the entire 
zone of the first army, less than 600 
meters from the enemy’s machine guns, 
and under a most terrifiic bombard- 
ment from dominating positions of his 
batteries controlled by enemy aero- 
planes. The perfect self-possession of 
officers and men during this bombard- 
ment, as well as the orderly withdraw- 
al under severe fire, of guns and per- 
sonnel from the trenches, after the 
completion of the barrage, was highly 
creditable.” 


Ammunition train are also highly com- 
mended for their work, part of the or- 
ders reading:

In a most interesting letter received 
yesterday by the parents of Captain 
Foreman, Mr. and Mrs. Robert L Fore- 
man, from Rim, not only are full de- 
tails’: of Lieutenant Harrison’s tragic 
death given, but a striking description 
is written of the harrowing conditions 
under which this brave young officer 
lost his life. 

The letter also gives a kgen insight 
into the beginning of the drive, which 
resulted in the wiping out of the St. 
Mihiel salient, though at the time 
was written the only thing the writer 
knew was that the drive was under 
way, he, of course, having at that time 
no information as to its progress else- 
where. 

His letter, however, shows that the 
82d division, of which the writer’s reg- 
iment is a part, was, at the beginning 
of the drive, at the angle of the line 
where it turned from Pont-a-Mousson 
toward the apex of the salient at St. 
Mihiel. They were located only about 
fifteen miles from Metz, being perhaps 
nearer to the great German fortress 
than any other command of the Amer- 
ican army, and when the letter was 
written and the boys had “gone over” 
they were several miles nearer Metz. 

The letter was written on German 
stationery captured in an abandoned 
dugout of a German officer. 

Captain Foreman’s letter is as fol- 
lows:- 

Captain Foreman’s Letter. 
Sunday Morning, September 14. 
American E. Forces, France. 

“What.a Sunday morning! Whata 
blue sky! What a three days we have 
just spent! Safe and sound at the end 
of our part of the big push in the St. 
Mihiel salient, I have just read of the 
great American victory all along the

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“For some time we had been hold- 
ing the line just north of Pont-a-Mous- 
on the western bank of the Mo- 
selle. Our division spreads toward the 
east from here, my regiment being on 
the left bank, and the only one west ef 
the Moselle. Our battalion led our at- 
tack and my company held the line at 
H-hour and bore the brunt of the work. 

“Early Friday morning the artillery 
preparation began to the west. Stand- 
ing in my little observation post, pro- 
tected by sand bags, near my P. C. 
dugout (the command post), I could 
see the great fist of fiaming metal catch 
the Boche in its grip. .No one ever 
could have witnessed a more miracu- 
ldus spectacle than this. Our great 
guns which had been cluttering the 
dark roads at night for the past month 
belched forth all at a single second, 
and every killing thing from molten 
metal to poisonous fumes was poured 
upon the Hun in one continuous stream 
for four steady hours. 

“Then came H-hour (zero), and the 
infantry advance. Above the orches- 
tra of the battle sounded the steady 
roar of the creeping barrage as it be- 
gan to walk toward Metz. 

“We did not advance behind the bar- 
rage. We waited for the unit on our 
left to flank the positions in front of 
us—positions of strength and height. 
Between Pont-a-Mousson and Norroy 
and just beyond. 


To Maintain Contact. 


“Holding the regimental front with 
my company, nify orders were to gain 
and maintain contact by deep and con- 
tinuous patrolling. All four of my 
mobile combat groups, a platoon each, 
began to probe the front ahead of me. 
The lieutenants, N. C. O.’s and men 
showed a spirit of surpassing courage 
and divine devotion to duty. Harrison 
and a number of enlisted men were 
the sacrifice that America had to pay, 
but they carried out their missions. 
Lieutenant Cox, of Atlanta, took his 
platoon to a Boche strong point—Mai- 
son Gauthier--caught an officer and men 
at dinner, and occupied part of the 
place until I ordered him to withdraw. 


‘Lieutenant Love, of Philadelphia, went 


alone to the northern outskirts of 
Norroy and observed the enemy in the 
town for three-quarters of an hour. 
While on this daring hunt for informa- 
tion of the enemy, ve was knocked 
out by a shell bursting near him, and 
lay shell-shocked for an hour before 
he regained consciousness, and craw]- 
ed back into our lines. Both Cox and 
Love are now with me—neither 
scratched. 

“Charlie Harrison was also leading a 
platoon’ on the patrol when he caught

by flanking fire and shot through the 
lungs. The men, exposed to a sudden 
burst of fire, tried to lift their wound- 
ed lieutenant, who said: “Well, boys, 
I've got mine. Go ahead and save 
yourselves.” It was his characteristic 
way of thinking of his men and the 
other fellow. His men withdrew slicht- 
ly and then the platoon sergeant, Carl 

einel, a native German, born near 
Montsec, and now one of my bravest 
and most skillful N. C. O.’s—crawled 
out under the Boche fire and caught 
Harrison and dragged himin. Charlie 
was already dead, though, and the fire 
became so fierce that even Heinel had 
to withdraw. The next night we re- 


High Command Delighted. 


“Such were the hazards and perils 
of the deep patrol with which we prob- 
ed the Boche directly in front of us, 
while the great artillery hammer was 
flattening him out on our left. The 
patrolling was certainly the utmost 
effort of a set of men bolder and more 
eager for victory than any soldiers I 
have ever seen. Our brigadier general 
sent down a memo. saying the high 
command was extremely satisfied with 
the division’s work of the day, and he 
even used—in reference to Cox’s oc- 
cupation of Maison Gauthier—the word 
‘delighted.’ 

“The next afternoon the unit on our 
left had gone far enough forward for 
us to advance. We went over the top 
quietly, under cover of darkness, and 
met no opposition at all. The patrols 


and the artillery had done the work 
of beating off the Boche. Weakened 
before the advance on our left, he had 
turned and run. We walked a mile be- 
yond the objective—originally the | 
Boche trenches south of Norroy—and 
set up our flare signal for ‘objective | 
reached’ on a high precipice north of | 
Norroy, almost on a line with Thieu- 
court, 

“Most of our difficulties tn occupy- 
ing the new position came from across 
the river. My right flank was the 
Moselle, and as the regiment on my 
right did not advance as far as we did, 
because of more stubborn resistance, 
+ suffered somewhat from flanking 
re. 

“As soon as we entered the Village 
the town was filled with gas and high 
explosives, and I was glad to leave the 
place for the heights the company oc- 
cupied to the north. 

“Looking for a piece of paper upon 
which to sketch my dispositions for 
the battalion, I ran into a Boche dug- 
out. I wonder who was the draughts- 
man and observer who had occupied it 
a little while before! On a. table he 
had left me some tracing paper, a 
ruler, drawing instruments and even 
a map of his trenches. [I finished up 
my sketch in. good time. 


A Half-Smoked Cigar, 


“The fellow who lived there before 
me must have left on short notice, 
for his cigar was half smoked, his 
telephone still connected toward Ber- 
lin, and his little book of Boche poetry 
still open. I tried to read a few of 
the verses, but Herr Herrmann’s les- 
sons had slipped from my mind. The 
blankets on the bed, however,. were 
very warm and useful, and the chair 
extremely comfortable. In Norroy, 
where the few French civilians left, 
came out weeping before us as they 
dug their treasures from the ruins. The 
Germans had left everything as it was 
before the barrage began. Beer on 
tap, boxes of cigars, coops of rabbits, 
and a black bread fed our hungry men, 
who are never allowed to eat their re- 
serve ration except on order. (The 
ration wagon, of course, could not 
get up.) 

“In all the nerve-racking work the 
most severe shock I suffered struck moe 
cold and dumb when, as I crawled for- 
ward through the wire in front of the 


| letter from 


German trenches on the night we went 
over, when I came to Charlfe’s body., 
I shook him and whispered to him, 
but he was gone. His pulse was still. 
God only knows How hard we had 
tried to believe that he was 
wounded and could recover, but he 
was gone, and we put a handkerchief 
over his face and the chaplain will 
hold services over his grave in a sol- 
diers’ cemetery. We happened upon 
several of my men who had _ been} 
wounded in skirmishes on patrols, and 
these men were sent to the ambu-) 
lances by litter bearers. It was an 
exhilaration to see their faces light up 
as their old comrades approached and 
gave them water. 

“T see by the papers today the at-|} 
tack on the St. Mihiel sector is de- | 
veloping into an American triumph. 
I hope so. These men sacrificed them- | 
selves so calmly, so willingly—almost , 
joyfully—and yet it is such a tragedy. ' 
It is not a nice feeling one has when! 
—in answer to a question of “Where 
is s0-and-so?’ comes the reply, | 
“Bumped off.” It gets on the nerves 
after awhile.

“September 17, 1918.—Doubtless you 
have read in the papers how we car- 
ried the red line forward along the 
west bank of the Moselle from Port-A-| 
Mousson to Norroy. 

“We went over the top at twilight, 
and the next morning after a thrilling 


and fruitful night, saw dawn rise way | 


beyond our objective. Scared and yel- | 


low, the Boche had beat it like a hunt-; 


ed beast. 

“The black splotch on the _ whole' 
business was my discovery of Charlie 
Harrison’s corpse on the battlefield. [

ed, and we would find him as we had 
others—still alive. A wounded ser- 
geant we recovered says our voices 
were the sweetest music he has ever 
heard. I guess so! 

“Lieutenant Love and I must have 
been the first soldiers to loot the shell- 
wrecked town of Norroy.° I had fin- 
ished inspecting my outpost on the 
furthest hill in our lines—a hill de- 
fended by such sheer cliffs 
could never have taken it had 
Boche' made a stand—when we 
scendefi to the valley and wandered 
through the village. Norroy at dawn! 
ShaJl Z ever forget that God-forsaken 
sight? Smoke, gas-gutted cellars, 
smashed windows and a low cloud of 
red brick dust. Here and there a cat 
or a goat was hunting its breakfast. 


‘Vive L’Amerique,” She Cried. 


“The first moving thing I saw 
an old man digging the ashes 
debris away from his threshold. At 
our approach he dropped his pick, | 
threw up his hands and exclaimed: 
‘Les Americains.’ Out rushed,the wife, 
then, and with a ‘Vive L’Amerique,’ | 
she burst into a flood of tears, and! 
had she been younger I would have 
consoled her. Soon tue French offi- | 
cers came, bringing bread for their | 
hungry civilians, and medicine for their 
wounded. The people opened their’! 
doors to us, brought out cobwebbed | 
wine and turned out a fried rabbit. Glo- 
rious indomitable France! Powerful, 
conquering America! 

“As the sun rose and cast the light 
of a new day over the havoc of war, 
we entered several ef the finer houses, 
many of which had been hurriedly | 
evacuated by Hun officers. Maps, 
diaries, correspondence files, half- | 
written letters, stumps of cigars—all 
indicated a hasty retreat—of course, 
‘according to plan.’ <A saloon was the 
greatest find for the men, who filled 
their bellies so full of beer that a 
counter attack might have found us 
unusually fit for a fight. 

‘Later in the day, the enemy awoke, 
he rubbed his eyes, saw what he had 
lost and gave vent to his anger. Bat- 
talion headquarters was in a bomb- 
proof cinema theater for Boche sol- 
diers. I was caught there in a storm 
of phosgene, mustard, sneezing and! 
vomiting gas, mixed with high explo- 
sive. For three hours I wore my 
well-made gas mask, until I was al- 
most wild with nervousness from the 
mouthpiece and the nose-piece and the

Red Barrage of Shrapnel. 


“It was a long and beautiful night. 
Sitting high on our conquered preci- 
pice, I could see far to the north the 
coveted city of Metz, crowned with a 
red barrage of anti-aircraft shrapnel. 
The devil, was catching some of his 
own hell. AT OO tired to sleep, too hun- 

ry to eat,\ I sat in the old Boche 
Raerntnt, furnished with every conven- 
ience and safety in_its four years of 
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tranquility—and jumped at every | 
crack of a rifle. The counter attack, 
though, never came and the giorious 
golden sun had soon welcomed us into 
the delivered land. 

“Tonight's papers are talking of 
Austria’s proposal for peace! Do you 
Suppose that there could ever be any 
sort of peace with such people as these 
Boches alive and untamed? Peace can 
never come until the Kingdom of the 
Kaiser has crumbled into nothingness. 

“None of the men want peace. They 
are always more eager for the fight, 
ever more thirsty for the blood on the 
points of their bayonets. They are—~ 
as I have told you so often—soldiers 
of a marvelous kind. The more hard- 
ships we endure the more loyal they 
prove. Only tonight one of them 
brought me a box of cigars after I 
had failed at the Red Cross, the Y. M. 
C. A. and everywhere else to get any. 
He is a great, clumsy, strong-armed., 
lumberman from the Adirondacks, and 
he brought me the cigars with all the 
tenderness of a brother. Well, we have 
seen enough together, he and I. I 
suppose we know one another about 
as thoroughly, in a sort of soldierly 
way, as any two friends alive. These 
are the ties that -bind.”’

Neither of 
the planes were hurt, but Fritz went 
back to his side of the pond. 

“The French girls are all right. <A 
little bit on the doll order, to be sure, 
but not to be compared with the girls 
back home. 

“You may look for me home the next 
morning after drive Bill across the 
Rhine’ If any of the latest draft birds 
hope to have a hand in this little game, 
tell them they had better hop over at 
once. . 

‘“T have been wounded once. I was 
on patrol with another officer and the 
shells knocked an old house down on us. 
Several of my men were wounded, but I 
wasn’t hurt bad enough to quit the 
fight.”

2,000 Men, Largest Ever

Rumors that the Spanish influenza 
situation in American camps will cause 
& postponement of the entrance of the 
October class of the Camp Gordon cen- 
tral officers’ training school were yes-

“The hour is grave! We are fighting 
for the future of the fatherland and 
for the protection of the soil of the 
homeland. To that end we need the 
united action of the intellectual, mora} 
and economic powers of Germany. On 
the co-operation of those powers our 
invincibility rests. 

“The will for defense must bind all 
separate views and separate wishes 
into one great unity’ of conception.

Significant Feature. 

The most significant feature of the 
first great American raid, outside of 
its possible place in the great strategic 
game on the western front, is that it 
indicates that the United States now 
has taken its full place beside the al- 
lies in the air as well as on land and 
sea. The bombing squadrons which 
made up this air fleet probably repre- 
sent the first definite American unit 
of major importance in the independent 
air forces which are being built up by 
the entente powers.
